Chinn-Perils of Forelaners,

The news from Chins is not reassuring, so far
ag the forelgn question ts eoncerned. Tne Chief
of the Forvign Ofllice, Tseng huo Fan, is re-
ported to Lave stroogly recommended the
refusal of Count Rochechouart’s demand for the
execution of the Mandarius concerned in the
outbreak. At Chinkiang and Ningpo the popu-
lace had bwen showing Incressing signs of hos-
tility. At the latter place a placard bhad been
posted, the account bearivy a significantly
strong likeness to that which preluded the ont-
break at Tieo-tsin, Urom Pekin everything was
reported quiet, and ke ly to coutinne go throngh
the winter, 'Tho report was agaia carrent that
Chung How late Governor of Tien-tsin, gocs to
Paris, with o Chinsman who retursed with Mr.
Brown last year, and with Mr. Meadows and
two young Frenchmen. A secret edict is ont,
langhing at the idea of giving vp a Mandarin to
foreigners. Cowunt Rochiechonart’s proceedings
are severcly eritlelzged by forelgoers, and Chi-
gese officinls are becoming very insoleut to him.
It is stoled that Mr. Wade is coing home, and
that the American Minister and his family are
to spend their winter in the Sonth. Couot

Rochechounrt’s next ultimatum will expire on |

the Tth of ~eptember, He and Mr, Wade arefto
leave on tie 9th of the month, with Chung low,

for Tien-tein, to epdeavor to sctile matters
there. The Christian missiouaries were gene-
rally leaving their slations, aud assembling
for refuee and  safety a1 Pekin  and
other central  pointe, The feeling of
uneasiness  is  general, Tien-t2in  advices
to Beptember 7 set forth that that place

remained uiet under the guns of the different
men-of-wnr in port.
diers, the ('hinese say, bad been collected here,
waiting thelir supplies of food from the sonth,
in order to carry them through the coming con-
test with foreigmers More vigorons measures
were appareutly being adopted for the appre-
hersion of the calprits in the recent massacre,
Hence lhere was more quiet, and a feeling of
greater confidence and securiiy. The Mohum-
medan rebels of the northwest were reported to
be on thelr way to Pekin in foree, and already
to bave arrived near the borders of this pro-
vince, This, it was affirmed, accounted for re-
cent seizores, rather than sny desire to do jus-
tice to the hated forelgner.

A VICEROY'S ABBASEINATION,

The Novth China Herald gives the following
account of the aseassination of the Vieerov of
Pekin, Ma: — "It appears that a relation of Ma,
either by blood or adoptlion, wus in poor cir-
cumstnnees at Shantung, awvd, according to
common usage, resolved to ke advantage of
his kinship with a person of the wealth which
Ma was kuown or supposed to possess. Ac-
cordingly. Le repaired to Fanking apd claimed
large pecuniary ald or a remunerative office.
The latier alternative was, we are told, de-
clined, buy the Vieceroy gave a considerable
sum, which, however, did not by any means
satisly the applicant. e pressed for
more mouey, wrote, obtuined audiences,
and, in a word, persccated Ma beyond
endurance. At last at a personal interview
bhe was peremptorily told that if he was
not satisfic dl he had better leave the city, for no
more would be riven him., Stung to fury by
this inthuation, be drew a dagier, and flinging
himeelf upon the Vieeroy, inflicted a wound in
the groin which is sald to have transfixed his
bowels and peuetrated the skin in frout. The
asaussin was lmmediately seized and secured,
but as soon as Lhe affalr was konown ontside a
rumor wits started first that certein Frepchmen
bad obtaired access to the Viceroy and had
killed him, and then that some of the French-
disciplived =sidiers aciing under foreign orders
had doue the deed, The yamen was at onee sur-
rounded wnd carefully searched but nothiog to
justify their susplcion was discovered. But as
every atterupt was made to Keep Ma's danger-
ous state concealed, rumor soon beeame husy,
and the must abgurd storfes were soon in circa-
lation.”

Jopnn--Neutrality Proclamntion.

The news of the war in Euorope bad reached
Japan, and the Governmeul ol the Mikado had
izsued a proctamation of nentrality, which had
found its wauy into the newspapurs without ofii-
cial authoriy.

IPOLITICS

The Gazetle of Beptember 22 bas the {ollow-
ing:—*The ordivary duluess that pervades every
land thul has no stirring  political action golog
on within itz boundaries has quite taken pos-
sesgsion of Japan. There has been a little
change among the Mikado's Ministers: but it
has ceascd to be a malter of any interest to
foreiguers v Lhe spot who is ‘iu’ and whois
‘out.” It caunot therefore be of any moment to
thote we write for, at a distance. All that
comes under onr immediate notice is of a
tolerably satislactory charnctor, and shows that
the Governmeat s going through with
its work ol reconstruction lu a very painstaking,
thougbtful. aud gencrous spicit.  Ail the old re-
tainers of the Chtogupate are now provided for,
and if the incomes of the bigher ranks among
them are not o large as before, thelr grade s
honorably fixed, aud they are spared the io-
fliction ol supportiug & number of personal re-
tainers. The army sod navy are both on u more
legitimate fooling than heretafure ; and every-
thing seems to point to a lony period of repose,
tuch s may give the Mikado and his Ministers
time and epportunity for consolidatisg matters
throughout the Empire.”

NOTABLES LEAVING THE EMPIRE,

Among the more prominent incidents of the
month nope is more snggestive than the fact
that a party of ofticers of runk, from Satsuma,
Tosa, Choshiu and Blzen, have been appointed
to start for Nurope by the outgoing Pacific Mail
eteamer. ‘I'be lutelligence first reached ns that
Prince Satsuma himeelf and some other noliles
had determined on going to the seat of war to
observe how Western natlons settle their
differences when npegotlations fail. It
turns out otherwise. The old territorial
Princes are not themselves golng, but
their high officere: and these will accompany a
Mia, or 'rluce of the Imperial House, a youth
of aboul twenty years of age. who stande in the
relationsbip of uncle to the Emperor. We are
quite gure (hat the young 'rince and his suite
will be received everywhere with distinetion,
and that their vimt to Ameriea aud Europe will
be of materinl advantage to their country. We
sincerely wish that Batsuma and otber of the
old Daimios would themselves take a foreign
tour, It would do more than anythivg else
ceuld to sweep away all old prejudices.

SILKE AND SILE-WORMSE,

The war in Europe has quite put a stop to
business in the great slaples of silk and silk-
worms' eggs. Téa, therefore, becomes the only
article of siaple export in which the Japanese
can deal with the lorelgper. lmports are con
sequently much depressed: g, if the uatives
cannot gcil they are unable to buy. The two
Inst seasors have been #0 bad for Lhe rice erop
throughout the country, that the importation of
rice hae been prodigious—bul naturally dimin-
ishing the power of purchaslng the ordivary
staple imports. LUp Lo the present period, how-
ever, the weather has been very flue this sea-
son, and the best hopes are calertained of an
abundant barvest. It is devoully to be hoped
that the weather may continue favorable: for
with the stoppage "of the silk trade added o a
bad barvesi, the ¢ffects upon Lthe couatry would
be very ruinons,

Hundred and Uae Persons with [Mfionlty
Sayed-Nine Probub!y Loat,
From the dlta Calt/ornian,

The steamer Continental, Captain C. C. Dall,
gailed from Mazatlan on Monday, b Septems-
ber, about 9 P. M., leaviog the United Btates
steamer Ossipee in port, bound for Magdalona
Bay. On the night of the 27th the wind, which
liad been blowing strong from the southeast all
day, increased to a gale, and by morning it be-
came evident that a ‘‘cordanazo,” peculiar to
the gulf atthis geason, and one of the most dan-
gerous of hurricanes, was raging. The wind blew
irom every polnt of the compase, and the ssas
were terrific, sbrikivg the ship on the hows and
on (he quarter almost at the same moment,
From 8 P. M. to 11 I, M. she lay to off the
Cape; about 4 A, M, of the 20th she sprang a
leak, The steam pumps were working and kepl
the water down for a time, These efforts were
continued with great evergy until about 1 P. M,
the water galnlvg slowly but surely, After 1
o'clock the water galued rapidly, and the gitaa-
tion became desperate, the only enconragement
being that the storm had abated slightly, and
the raigiog of the barometer gave hopes that its
greatest tury wis expesded. About 8 830 1'. M.,
the water then having 1eached the lower be-
tween decks, the captala gave orders to take
to the boate, himaell leading Mre, Melia to the

The sea had subsided |
much eince morning, but was silll Brerrific,

Green, a passepger, swam ofl with a compuss,
Mr. Lytle, who was exceedingly sick, was
lowered, but was 80 exbausted that he nad 1o
give up the attempt. The rest were afrald to
mwuke the effort, and nothing more I known of
their fate, except that the snip foundered ahout
dark. Thus of one hundred and ten passen-
gers and crew, as nearly as ean be wscertaived
pine only were lost, and of these there 1= just a
bare poesibility that seven may have been
rescued, as it Is Kuown that thev had small
rafts constructed of mess tables and life pre
sgErvers.
